“China tg hopeless.” sald Con- 
gressman Begg. “A weeding out of 
her population is the only panacea 
for poverty and chaos so rife there. 


*BLAMES STUDENTS 

“But the Chinese student trained 
in the American institution of 
learning is not helping matters any. 
They come to this countrg, pick up 
the rudiments of Socialism spread 
liberally at our universities, and 
then return to China. Although 
they do not know really what it is 
all about, these students dissemi- 
nate their Social ideas through 
their cotintry. There is a broad 
Bolshevistic movement 
China, I have found. 
Chinese-American students and not 
the Russians are the most active 
exponents of it.”

NEW YORK, Aus. 17.—An ad- 
vance in wholesale commodity 
prices sharper than any we have 
had since January is what the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics reports for 
July. Prices last month rose 1.6 
per cent. At the present level of 
159.9 which means nearly 60 per 
cent above 1913 prices now stand 
higher than at any time since Feb- 
ruary, 1921. 

The great upswing {n agricul- 
tural values that began early last 
simmer carrying the country al- 
most overnight into a period of 
general good feeling and prosperity, 
resulted largely from improvement 
in grains. Our farmers have had 
a large crop which, since the world 
crop was short, they were able to 
market at attractive prices. Most 
of the benefits went, however, to 
the wheat growers.
